WASHINGTON, Aug. 6—Fur- 
ther expansion of the Marine 
Corps after the new year was 
forecast Sunday by Rep. Carl Vin- 
son, Democrat, Georgia. 

Vinson, Chairman of the House 
Armed Services Committee, said 
he expects the President will ask 
for “considerably” morg money 
in January for the military. This 
would include $500,000,000 for the 
Marine Corps enlargement. 

Already, since the Korean cam- 
paign the country’s rearmament 
program planned military expen- 
ditures have grown from $14,-

Rep. Vinson said that the $500,-

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HOMELESS KOREANS FLEE RED HORDES 


Stranded at River, Refugees 
Prove Loyalty, Wade Across 


By FRANK EMERY 


ON THE NAKTONG RIVER, KOREA, Aug. 6. 
(INS)—There is something almost biblical about 
the heart-rending scene at this shallow Naktong 
River for this Sunday morning. 


Thousands of people, fleeing from terror into 
the unknown, are streaming across the water 
single file. 

For three days they had been massed on the 
west bank, pleading for permission to cross to 
escape the Korean Communist hordes: 

For three days the Americans, mindful of bit- 
ter, tragic lossés they have taken from men who 
came as pitiful refugees by day but turned into 
murderous snipers by night, refused to permit 
them to cross. 

The homeless, hounded, frightened people even 
painted a sign on a huge white cloth which be- 
came their banner. It was a rudely drawn sign 
probably painted by a man who had to struggle 
with English letters, 

But its message was clear. It said: “Ameri- 
cans, we aren't Communists.” 

Several times these homeless tried to ford 
the river against American orders. American 
machinegun bullets whined over their heads or 
A into the water before them, forcing them 


Three days was too long for the American 
command to remain hardhearted. : 

Sunday morning the order went out to send 
South Korean police across the river to screen 
the refugees. A dozen policemen crossed to spot- 
et an estimated 5,500 persons on the west 

ank. 

After the spotcheck was completed the Ameri- 
gan command issued another order to permit all 
to cross single file through water so low even 
6-year-olds were able to wade it. 

The procession called to mind visions you got 
as a child when you read stories of the suffer- 
ings of people the Bible tells about, people torn 


families by terrible forces working outside and 
around them. 

There were hard-faced Gls with stubbly beards 
and cruel, angry expressions who grew misty- 
eyed watching the two-hour procession. 

They saw many things. 

They saw two little children holding a string 
to lead an old blind woman through the water 

They saw a little girl carrying 3 little boy 
on her back, piggy-back. 

They saw naked children, pregnant women, 
the lame and halt. 

In short they saw every form of human 
misery crossing the river this Sunday morning. 

There was no bitterness evident against the 
Americans who through force of battle realities 
had to give them three days of agonizing terror 
and heartbreak; three days pinned down in the 
path of the Communists by the orders and the 
guns of the forces sent to save their country. 


But they forgot all that in their joy at de- | 


liverance. They bowed and said “Thank you, 
Sir,” in Japanese to the Americans they passed. 

Then. came a new terror. American jet 
planes skimmed the river bed. The planes 


seemed to almost touch the heads of the river 


migrants. For an instant it seemed they were 
going to strafe. f 

One American officer tried to shed his feel- 
ing of helplessness by shouting at the top of 
his lungs to the planes whose pilots were wing- 
ing so fast they could not have heard a Long- 
Tom explosion. 

For some reason the planes didn’t strafe. 
From where we sat in an apple orchard on the 
river bank we could not tell why they did not 
fire. As far as we knew everybody had been 
told that anything crossing the river. was “un- 
friendly.” 

And so these people crossed one more river. 
Where they are going and how many more rivers

More than four decades of newspa 
work had made Mrs. C. B. Allen, who died 
in an Atlanta hospital last week, a be- 
loved and familiar figure throughout the 
State and a recognized leader in civic and 
religious affairs in her home town of 
Moultrie.

Observer since the death of her husband

WASHINGTON—Critics of the Administra- 

tion’s foreign policy appear to be straining a 

point in seeking to hold the Government liable 

for the way events have shaped up in Korea. Our military leaders 

are being criticised, on the one hand, for the failure to anticipate 

the Communist attack launched on South Korea, while the Presi- 

dent and the State Department, on the other, are being accused of 

inviting the attack by prior statements indicating that Korea did 
not figure in our Pacifie defense plans. 

It is true that before the invasion of South Korea by Com- 
munist forces our policy had been to write off Korea, just as we 
had written off China after the disintegration of the Nationalist 
regime of Chiang Kai-Shek. Secretary of State Acheson defined the 
policy in a speech he made last January at the National Press Club 
in Washington. 


At that time he said: “This defensive 
Korea Excluded perimeter (the area the United States 


will defend in the Far East) runs along the Aleutians to Japan 

and then goes to the Ryukyus. We hold important defense posi-

The Editors: Jehovah’s Witnesses? May we 
call this a cult or a sect, or a cowardly reason 
for not defending the country that provides food, 
shelter, and the right to live a life of comfort, 
plenty and security.

Western European Fears the Future 


In The Wall Street Journal 
PARIS—Now that he is finally forced to look World War III in the face, the Western European 


doesn't like it a bit. 


The average man in London, Paris, Rome, Brussels and Amsterdam has been 


comforting himself with.the reflection that World War III, after all, hasn’t yet begun and the war that 


was is a long, long way off. 


But under the impetus of warnings from Washington—and London, 


where the American deputy to the Atlantic Pact Council is currently telling him he’d better rearm 
in earnest—the Western European is beginning towake up to some exceedingly unpleasant realities. 


These may be counted as three, The first is 
that there is a fat bill coming for rearmament, 
even if Uncle Sam pays a big part of it. That 
spells the risk of expenditures once again get- 
ting ahead of revenue, resort to monetary infla- 


tion and the old struggle between rising prices 


and rising wages. 
The seeond is the return of shortages, restric- 
tions and controls—the old wartinmie economy. 
The third is the prospect of foreign legions 
overrunning the Cantinent and another occupa- 
tion of undetermined duration. 


To the Western European, whose memory 
of these things is all too fresh, the possibility 
of their return is indescribably dismal. Hence 
the “defeatism” which American observers 
detect in the present-day spirit of Western 
Europe. There is no will to fight because the 
fight seems so hopeless. 


The American plunge in Korea upsets all 
Western European plans for reconstruction and 
recovery to the point of economic “equilibrium” 
two years from now when Marshall Pian aid 
ends. Governments committed to pursuing the 
socialist experiment are as dismayed as those 
working for restoration of the capitalist experi- 
ment. All doctrines threaten to go by the board, 
before the necessity of defending life, property 
and independence, This Continent is beginning 
to feel like a convalescent whom the doctors 
capriciously order back to, work before he has 
regained his strength. 

That the plans for regaining economic strength 
are now upset is bad enough. Worse is that mili- 
tary strength is all but non-existent. Here in 
France, a well-known economist, F. F. Legueux, 


writing in the quarterly review published by 


banker Alexandre de Siante-Phalle, underscores 
the country’s complete unpreparedness. 

Legueux reminds the public that the Russian 
army’s advance posts are only 100 miles from 
Metz, that that army has 30 divisions—all 
armored, mechanized or motorized—ready to 
march between the Baltic and the Adriatic. 
Within one month, he says, another 60 divisions 
could be added, within two months another 60 
making a total of 150. He asserts that the 
Russian army of occupation in East Germany 
has 2,500 planes, which could be doubled in a 
few days. 


“The fate of Western civilization,” says 


Legueux, will be decided in 10, 20 or 30 days— 
and first. and foremost that of France.” And 
he wonders how conceivably American aid could 
come in time to resist the onrush of scores of 
Russian divisions, thousands of Russian planes 
and dozens of thousands of Russian tanks. 


Then Legueux proceeds to argue that Britain 


won’t repeat Dunkirk (that is, would not risk its 
forces on the Continent), that Switzerland and 
Italy will participate only to the extent of de- 
fending their own borders, that Spain won’t stir 
and won't be asked to and that Germany will be 
powerless. What armies France, Belgium and 


Holland can muster will be left to stay the Rus-’ 


sians. But the Lowlanders’ armed forces are less 
than the French. And what are the French? 
On paper, says Legueux, France has an army 
of 500,000 men, plus 168,000 overseas—but of 
combat units, except those now fighting in 
Indochina, none. According to him there are 
grave discussions whether at this moment in all 
France three or five divisions could be formed. 
In the matter of armament, the situation is 
“nitiable.” In the air force there are 70,000 men 
but only 600 planes representing 6) different 
types. It is said that even the machinery of 
mobilization is lacking. 
Finally Legueux makes a calculation of what 
it would cost to rearm France over five years. 
He figures on the basis of what it cost the United 
States to equip each of the eight French divi- 
sions it armed in 1944—namely $96,000,000... The 
estimated bill ranges from 2,500,000,000,000 francs 
to 5,000,000,000,000 (more than $7,000,000,000 
to more than $14,000,000,000). “We are beyond 
finance,” says this economist; “we are in the 
realm of astronomy.” 


Yet even astronomical figures are not the 
heart of the problem, Legueux thinks. “For a 
nation still great, if it is united under lucid and 
bold leaders, no obstacle is insurmountable.” 


Unfortunately in the case of France that is a 
big “if.” This country once again changed its 
government recently. Rene Pleven became the 
fifteenth premier since the liberation in 1944. 
With the election of a new Parliament ‘due within 
little more than a year at the latest, his tenure 
of office is even more uncertain than his pred- 
ecessors. 

Perhaps it is true that no obstacle is insur- 
mountable—unless it is the political one.

A New SCS 


Experiment Station 


SUNBURY LODGE, Ga.—We met here with 
Bert Hendrickson and Bill Adams, of the SCS 
Experiment Station at Watkinsville, and with C. 


B. Gay and H. G. Ukkelberg, of the new Tidewater Soil Con- 
servation Service Experiment Station located on the Coastal High- 
way near here, for the purpose of getting acquainted with the 
new project. It has great potentialities for good. 

For the moment the station consists of only 140 acres of land 
and this is being cleared and mapped topographically so that the 
distribution of water can be done with accuracy. One small field 
is now in fescue and ladino. (“We wanted something green 
around the place,“ says Project Manager Gay.) A machinery 
shed is up and quite a bit of used equipment is on the ground 
and at work. 


Senator Dick Russell and Congressman Prince 
Good Deal Preston got the money with which to set up this 
station and I believe that time will prove this to be one of their 
most successful accomplishments. For there is a 3 to 6-million 
acre continent“ involved in the studies this station will pursue. 
And if they are successful in converting this acreage into better 
timber, and into pastures and livestock production (not to mention 
truck crops), the transformation will lift the South still further into 
the ranks of profitable und easier living. 


There isn’t much to report in the way of results at the moment, 
the station is brand new. As I get the story, the first job is to 
discover how to handle the water problem. The land is strong but 
is “gluey” and needs to be drained to some extent. Not too much, 
or it may become dried out and worthless. There must be proper 
drainage and proper land treatment through legumes and grasses 


and trees. 


For the Record These scientists in charge of the station 
don’t need an endorsement or recom- 
mendation from me, but I want to go on record as believing them 
to be completely devoted to the task set before them and as be- 
lieving them to be fully competent to do the job. I will even go 
further and suggest to the. residents of that area that they rally 
round Manager Gay and his associates and give them the support 
they need. It will pay off, big. . 

If Hadley Brown, Jim Gould, Charlie Gowen, Homer and 
Mose Edenfield, Clarke Brown, Dave Atkinson, Johnny Bowen, 
and other community leaders will join with farmers and timber- 
men like Alfred Jones, the Blackerby brothers, T. Q. Fleming, 
B. W. Householder and their kind, in pushing the work of this- 
new Tidewater Station, the work will progress, speedily and 
effectively.
